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Seeking Light on Mishaps 


In furtherance of its plans to secure more light on in- 


dustrial accidents in this state, the Indiana commission 
on workmen's compensation is planning to hold public 
hearings at Indianapolis December 4 and 5. Many prom 
inent employers, labor representatives and public 
men will take part, and it is expected that as a result the 
commission will be placed in possession of much informa- 
tion that will be valuable in formulating its conclusions 
and recommendations. As we see it, there could scarcely 
•be a more admirable plan of getting at what the commis- 
sion must know if it is to advise competently. The ques- 
tion of workmen's compensation in accidental cases af- 
fects directly the entire* industrial system of the state, 
and it is an issue that will not long be denied a hearing 
and adequate action. It is to enable the next legislature 
to deal with the problem in intelligent fashion that the 
commission is now making its researches. 


During 1912 a total of 3,413 injuries were reported as 


occurring in Indiana factories, eighty of them fatal. 
It 


.is estimated that forty per <-ent. of all wage earners are 
disabled twenty days or more each year, or that all wage 
earners average eight days disability. This means a total 
uf 6,480,000 clays lost each- year to employers and em- 
ployes among the 810,000 Indiana workers. Anything 
that will lower this distressing showing deserves the co- 
operation and the commendation of both capital and 
labor. The commission is seeking information that will 
make the lessening of disabling accident not only'possi- 
ble but certain in this state.

\Vashiugtou, Xov. 17.—"The beiibu, 


has no wings at all, but he gets there 
just the same/' says the alleged poet. 
The government of the United States 
now rises in all its prestige to announce 
that there was a time when the bedbug 
had wings. This proclamation is made 
by Secretary of Agruculture Houston in 
the course of a learned dissertation on 
the best way to kill bedbugs. 


"It is assumed, of course, that Mr. 


Houston has been led to thj use of the 
powers of the federal government for the 
investigation of this subject because he 
comes from the part of the country 
where the bedoug is mos* universally a 
part of the scenery. It is conceded that 
in Texas and Missouri the man who de- 
vises the best way to kill Bedbugs will be 
looked upon as a public benefactor. That 
Mr. Houston hoa gone into the subject 
deeply is revealed by the astonishing 
number of things he has learned about 
bedbugs. 


The bedbug lost his wings because he 


had no further use for them. But crig- 
innlly he hail them and could fly with 
the best. 
Having decided to make his 


living from the blood of ma;, he found it 
expedient to hf.ng ar^ .n,l the spot where 
men would bold still long enough to be 
bled. 
And having learned that man 


would submit to bei.ig bled while 'he 
slept—and would come back nightly to 
the same place, the bedbug wisely de- 
cided to travel no more. Thus in time 
his wings came to be merely indications 
of the past, like a man's little toe, am 
finally the wings disappeared altogether 
as it is uuderstood man's little too is 
gojng to do. 


Bedbug Has Brains. 


Mr. Houston gives the bedbug crcdi 


for more brains than most people hui 
supposed. Through long years of"studj 
and observation this 
wise 
man ha' 


learned that if the bedbug is attacked b; 
the primitive method of hitting him wit! 
a brick- or a hammer, the alarm spread 
throughout all the bugs in that bed. Th 
consequence is that they will enter tha 
bed and feast all night long, but just be 
fore daybreak they will all go away fro 
.the bed and hide in places wheere th 
person with the brick or hammer canno 
find them. 
This has been observed 


many times that its authenticity 
vouched for, and .t is claimed to prov 
that the bedbug knows a lot. 
Another evidence of the mental aetivit 
of the bedbug is fou,nd in the fact tha 
often, if too bitterly attacked in on 
house, he will migrate to one of th 
neighbors. 
And when 'such migratio 


occurs it n-.eana that all the hugs 
the premise go. Mr. Houston expresses' 
his sympathy for the-good housewife 
who is made the dciim of one of these 
migrations. It is a form of invasion said 
to be absolutely certain to cause excite- 
ment and apprehension in the invaded 
house. Dr. Houston believes every house 
ought to kill, its own. bugs. 


Why His Odor. 


The secretary calls attention to the 


rank odor emanating from the bedbug. 
His scientific surmise, ia that the bedbug 
procured'this as * protection against its 
enemi. j of the day when the bedbug was 
a migratory bird. 
The secretary is a 


smart man, but he does not attempt to 
explain why, if this be so, the bedbug did 
not lose its horrible odor at the .same 
time'it lost its' wings.. On the contrary, 
the doctor's logic 
fails ignominiously j 


when he admits Oat for ages the bed-1 
bug's odor has been a menace to itself I 
because by it the housewife hM "Been! 
able to trace its hiding place and kill it. 


In addition to establishing that the 


•bedbug is a wise though wingless bird, 
Mr. Houston has discovered a mean 
streak in this bug. He has found that 
the bedbug can live without biting a 
human being. 
He has 
demonstrated 


this over and over again until he says 
there is not a shadow of a. doubt about it. 
Yet he finds if you take a b'edbug that 
has been reared without human blood 
and has lived to a ripe old age without it 
and place it in a bed occupied by a hu- 
man being the bedbug will bite as feroci- 
ously and industriously as fhough trained 
to ths business from early, youth. Therfi 
is no explanation of this except the 
natural meanness of the bedbug. Know- 
ing well enough that he doesn't need to 
bite anybody to survive, he bites just 
the same. 
This characteristic, it is set 


up, ought to add to the zest with which 
all human beings will ask for and read 
Mr. Houston's learned essay on the best 
way to kill bedbugs. 


Fire and Brimstone. 


Mr. Houston discusses all known forms 


of applying its finish to the bedbug. lie 
deals with benzine and kejrosene and with 
other petroleum oils; he refers regret- 
fully to the failure of most insect pow- 
ders to do the business; he admits scald- 
ing with hot water will k:ll a bedbug 
as a general thing, but jays this too 
often spoils the furniture"; he places a

The batt«r gives force to his swing, 


with the arm and hand nearest to the 
pitcher. 
Players say they could hit al- 


most as hard with one hand, as they use 
the other only to guide the bat. 


Additional testimony is that they could 
see just as well if the eye nearest the 
pitcher was blindfolded. 


The natural right-handed hatter stands 


on the far side of the plate because he is 
right eyed. He could put more force into 
his swing hitting from the opposite side. 


because his best arm rk>»sn't (lo the heavy 


The left-handed player stands on the 
"heart" side of the plare because be Is 
I'.'U eyed. He would hit harrier on the 
far fide. 


Science proves the right-handed man is 


right eyed, and vice versa. His eye. ear 
2.nd linihs MTP. controlled t>y norvc fibers 
that cross from the left hemisphere of the 
brain. 


The movements of the left-hander are 


controlled by nerve fibers that cross from 
the right half of the brain. In most cases 
the left hemisphere is tne best half of the 
brain—the thinking half. 
Right-handers 


are normal, le't-hander;: abnormal. . 


In almost every line of • action -man 


finds that his best eye and best hand co- 
ordinate, but this is not true in baseball. 
The natter who-uses his best eye to foU 
low"the hall must pull the bat with his 
least effective hand and arm, sacrificing 


one strength lo obtain the best general 
result. 


ters have trained the left eye to see as 
well as the right, thus battling from the 
near side, getting th.e 
benefit 
of 
the 


strongest arm and of the shorter sprint 
to llrst on infield hits. 


HaJ- Chase throws left-handed, but bats 


fro mthe far side of the plate to get the 
benefit of his strongest arm, although this 
handicaps him going to flrst. 


Bob Bescher is left-handed, but always 


batted on the'far side until Clarke Griffith 
induced him to bat on the near side to 
benefit from, his great speed. But Bescher 
still bats on the far side against left-hand 
pitchers and hits the ball harder on 
this side.

NEWS OF CITY HALL 


A meeting is in progress in the council 


chamber of the city hall this afternoon 
that has for its' objeect the cleaning of 
the river banks and to some extent°the 
removal of obstructions from the courses 
of the streams in Fort Wayne. 
The 


meeting has brought together in joint 
conference llayor Grice, the board of 
works, the river front commission, the 
county commissioners and other city 
and county • "Lciala. 


Its design is the removal of rubbish 


and vegetable growth frojn the banks 
and the cutting away of the worst of 
the growth and other obstructions in 
the river beds. 


It is probable that convict labor will 


to a large extent be employed in this 
work. Sheriff A. C. GIndieux has noti- 
fied the mayor and the officers of the 
river front commission that he has from 
thirty-five to thirty-eight prisoners that 
are available for this' work and inasmuch 
as it is a function of the county to keep 
clear the course of the streams the pris- 
oners can be employed on it under the 
recent order of the commissioners that 
inmates of the jail be set to work. The 
park hoard has several men that can be 
spared and will also furnish tools for 
the work. 
Street Commissioner Bisel 


believes he can spare ten or a dozen of 
Jiis employes on the river job and other 
laborers may be procured. Tt is believed 
that some vohutcer assistance will be 
forthcoming also. 


The officials of the city and-the river 


front commission say that the worst of 
conditions can be eliminated in two or 
three days' work if a sufficient force of 
laborers can be put on the' work. The 
meeting this afternoon will outline-plans 
and make arrangements. It is probable 
that the task will be turned over to the 
river front cominissioi. to take charge of 
nnrl carry out. Those most interested in 
the project believe enough can be done 
to not only greatly improve appearance 
but also to avert 'be danger of Hoods in 
the spring. 
The action lias grown out 


of a request by the river front commis- 
pion to the county commissioners for 
some action this fall.

The story requires a preface, a kind 


of historical prelude. About the time of 
statehood, in 1907. an unscrupulous man 
•—there is no . oubt now that he was a 
s-hameless knave—went to McAlester and 
acquainted himself with th; lineage of 
its first families, tho characteristics of 
its principal citizens and th« financial 
rating that they would he given by a 
first class commercial credit 
sgency, 


That was prior to th.. recent agitation 
about taxing private incomes. 


It would be difficult to turn in any 


direction in MrAlester without, bump- 
ing against some kind of evidence of the 
benefactions of Col. J. J. ("Uncle Jiin- 
mie")McAlester, its wealthiest 
citizen, 


and after whom the town was named. 
Col. McAlester is one of the kindliest 
men of the old-fashioned school to be 
found south of Mason and Dixon's line. 
His wealth is said to he near the million 
mark. 
He is generous, charitable and 


lionest, if the estimate, of friends who 
have known him fifty years may be ae-, 
cepted. 


Never Turns Away Beggar. 


He went to Indian Territory long be- 


fore the civil war and became an inter- 
married citizen of t" n Choctaw Indian 
nation. 
Col. McAleslor never turns a 


ilcaf car to a hard-luck story if the vic- 
tim of adversity shows worthiness, how- 


i§ ever slight. He takes the keenest inter- 


est in politics. 
Ho was a member of 


the first stale corporation eommissiou, 
from which he was advanced to the office 
»f lieutenant governor, wlich he has held, 
with distinction. 


In a degree the latter has grown out 


of his actions as acting governor during 
two absences of TJovernor Cruce from 
the state, at which times Col. MoAlester 
gave such attention to the granting of 
pardons and uaroles to prisoners in the 
state penitentiary at McAlester that a 
feud has arisen in the democratic party 
because of it.

16, inclusive.

Jasksnipc, or Wilson snipe,

breasted «ind golden plover and greater 
or lesser yellowlegs may be killed from 
September 1 to December 15, inclusive. 


A five-year closed season, until Sep- 


tember 1, 1918, is nrovUed for

named above. 


The Ohio river is closed except from
